Akron Sets World Record 


With 207 Passengers 


Navy Scout Cruiser Takes Off at Lakehurst 
With Largest Number Ever Carried 
by Single Aircraft.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Nov. 3.— 
The greatest number of persons 
ever carried in a single aircraft at 
one time went aloft today in the 
navy’s scout cruiser Akron, as part 
of the training program of the 
giant ship. 

Two hundred and seven persons, 
officers, marines and seamen, were 
aboard when the craft, under com- 
mand of Lieutenant-Commander C. 
E. Rosendahl, lifted its nose at 
9:54 a. m. on a flight without defi- 


nite itinerary, which is expected to 
be concluded at sunset. 

At 11:25 a. m, the Akron floated 
lazily over Atlantic City’s board- 
walk and moved southward along 
the coast against a gentle southwest 
wind, 

The former record for passengers 
in an aircraft was 169, carried by 
the heavier-than-air DO-X, which 


flew for an hour over Lake Con- 
Stance in 1929. 
The Akron, which flew all day 


yesterday with 107 passengers, rose 
as easily today under almost a dou- 
ble load of human freight.

Product Is Cisteosand of Acety- 
lene, Salt and Water—Re- 
sistant to Gasoline.

‘explained the method. 

They stated that the synthetic 
'material was not a substitute for 
natural rubber, but a supplement, 
which might be employed in thou- 
sands of uses. Also the artificial 
substance is expected to find uses 
in some lines where real rubber 
is not suitable. For example, nat- 
ural rubber is eaten by gasoline, 
but the paper said that the new 
material was gasoline-resistant. 


The report was made by F. B. 


Downing, W. H. Carothers and Ira 
Williams. 

Acetylene is treated to obtain 
chloroprene, and that in turn ‘is 


converted into a plastic mass by a 
chemical process called polymeri- 
zation. The paper said that the de- 
velopment was the result of work 
by many chemists over a period of 
years. 

Qualities of Product. 

Certain important differences 
from natural rubber were set forth. 
One is more resistant to swelling 
action by gasoline, kerosene and 
other solvents. The synthetic sub- 
stance is also more resistant to oxy- 
gen, ozone and some other com- 
pounds which attack pure rubber. 
Ait vulcanizes with’ application of 
heat alone, differing from rubber, 
with which sulphur is used in ad- 
dition to heat for vulcanization. 

The new material is a milk-white 
latex, consisting of particles of 
fully vulcanized synthetic rubber 
suspended in water. Natural rub- 
ber also is a white latex, but the 
artificial fluid wds asserted to dif- 
fer radically through its increased 
penetrating power. Thus, said the 
paper, it can impregnate some por- 
ous articles which resist real rub- 
ber. 

Alignment of Molecules. 

X-rays shoved that the synthet- 
ic product has an alignment of 
molecules similar to those of nat- 
ural rubber. This similarity, the 
paper stated, has not been at- 
tained so well in synthetic rubbers 
previously produced. 

One of the difficuities in mak- 
ing synthetic rubber like that from 
the tree is the presence in real 
lrubber of minute quantities of for- 
eign substances, such as proteins. 
During treatment of rubber these 
so-called impurities produce or 
speed up chemical changes vital to 
some of the uses of pure rubber. 
It is not easy to add synthetically

H. Gardiner Spoke False- 
ly About President—Not 

- Concerned With Opinions 


THREE MEMBERS 
OF LEAGUE CHOSEN 


Secretary Adams Assails 
Head of Organization for 
Attacking Executive and 
Says Pamphlet Is Full of 


Misstatements. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—A five- 


man committee has been appointed 
by President Hoover to pass on his 


contention that the head of a big- 
navy group spoke falsely and should 
apologize. The President chose the 
committee after receiving a mem- 
bership list of the Navy League 
yesterday. 

The five men named are Assist- 
ant Secretary Jahncke of the Navy; 
John Hays Hammond, retired min- 
ing engineer, and Eliot Wadsworth 
of the President's Emergency Re- 
lief Committee, all of whom were 
listed as members of the Navy 
League. The two non-league mem- 
bers are William R. Castle, Under- 
secretary of State, and Admiral 
Hugh Rodman, retired. 

Their inquiry, a statement from 
the White House, said, must be 
“solely into the assertions of fact’’ 
made by Wiliam H. Gardiner, 
president of the Navy League, and 
not into his opinions or conclu- 
sions. 

The statement also said the in- 
quiry was not concerned: @ith the 
budgetary or general policies of the 
navy. 

Adams Assails Gardiner. 

The League president had ac- 
cused Mr. Hoover of an “abysmal 
ignorance of why navies are main- 
tained.” The League pamphlet, 
under his name, contained other 
statements that could be classed as 
opinions or conclusions. 

The committee .named by the 
President probably will meet for 
the first time here Thursday. It 
will then decide on its course. 

Present indications point to Ad- 
miral Hugh Rodman, retired, as 
the choice for chairman, with John 
Hays Hammond an alternative pos- 
sibHity. Hammond could not be 
reached today, but the rest of the 
committeemen thought they could 
get him here by Thursday. 

If this plan is carried out the 
Hoover committee will be meeting 
simultaneously with. the executive 
board of the Navy League which 
is to decide what stand the organi- 
zation will take in the quarrel be- 
tween its own president @#nd the 
Chief Executive of the nation. 

Probable Mode of Procedure. 

The sentiment of the four mem- 
bers of the Hoover committee now 
in the city points to a session at 
which the available information 
will be gathered from Government 
sources to answer each specific 
charge made by Gardiner. A reply 
will then be formulated and pub- 
lished. This course would avoid 
the process of examining witnesses 
and cluttering a record with opin- 
ions and discussion. 

Secretary of the Navy Adams in- 
jected his views into the contro- 
versy yesterday. Earlier in the day 
he had conferred with Mr. Hoover. 

Adams charged Gardiner with 
descending “from the high plane 
of dignified discussion to that of 
personal attack upon the com- 
mander-in-chief of the navy, the 
President, a procedure which I 
deeply resent.” 

“Without going into details,’ he 
said, “I take the liberty of saying 
the pamphiet is full of misleading 
statements.” 

There is considerable speculation 
as to just how far the committee 
named by the President will go. 
It was directed specifically, to ex- 
amine the accuracy only of such 
statements by Gardiner “as may 
be readily determined from depart- 
mental records.” 

In addition, it was warned away 
not only from Gardiner’s opinions 
and conclusions, but also from 
“budgetary or general policies of 
the navy.” 

The navy League leader said 
that President Hoover and Prime 
Minister MacDonald in 1929 
reached agreements that never 
have “been divulged in their en- 
tirety,” and that the administration 
refused to allow an executive ses- 
sion of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee to view the full 
record of negotiations prior to the 
London naval conference.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. — The 


Government completed the first 
four months of the current fiscal 
year with a deficit of $661,120,850. 
From July 1 to Oct. 31, the Gov- 
ernment income from all sources 
amounted to $703,628,673. Expen- 
ditures were $1,364,750,523. 


A year ago the Government piled 
up a deficit of $171,514,528 in the 
first four months and finished the 
fiscal year with a deficit of $903,- 
000,000. 

The chief cause of the decrease 
in income this year was.the drop 
of $243,000.000 in income tax col- 
lections. That tax has returned 
$339,121,623 this year as compared 
with $582,262,864. Miscellaneous 
internal revenue produced only 
$189,661,371 as compared with 
$206,409,195. 

General expenditures showed an 
increase of more than $260,000,600, 
amounting to $963,732,174 ab 
against $750,364,220. The Farm 
Board has spent $86,383,447 in the 
one-third year as compared with 
$24,665,848. 

The postal deficiency also has 
increased, jumping from $40,004,- 
582 to $65,000,000. 

Customs receipts fell off in Oc- 
tober with a total of $35,175,422 as 


; compared with $39,319,247 in Oc- 
' tober, 1931. 


In the four months, 
however, customs receipts this year 
were $143,395,371 as against $134,- 
251,676. 

In. addition to the daily expense 
of operating the Government and 
carrying on an expanded building 
and public works program, the 
Government must. prepare for 
funding $5§,000,000,000 in Liberty 
loan bonds subject to call next 
year a®Md the year after and must 
meet nearly $1,000,000,000 of ma- 
turing securities in December and 
Nearly an equal amount next 
March. 

The gross public debt. which re- 
flected the $903,000,000 deficit of 
last year, increased more than $1,- 
000,000,000 in the last year. On 
Oct. 21, 1930, it was $16,179,837.- 
396. Last Saturday it totaled $17,- 
291,714,018. 


A. A, AEGERTER DEFEATS 
SUIT OF PARTNER'S WIDOW 


Court of Appeals Rules Architect 
May Remain in Charge of 
Estate of Firm. 

A decision by the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals today permits Albert A. 
Aegerter to remain in charge as 
administrator of the estate of the 
former architectural firm in which 
he was a partner with the late Al- 

bert B. Groves 

Mrs. Clara B. Groves, widow of 
Groves, had petitioned for revoca- 
tion of Aegerter’s authority on the 
sround he withheld from the estate 
Several cont icts made by him in 
his Own name. The Probate Court 
sustained her petition, from which 
action Aegerter appealed to the 
Circuit Court, where the Probate 
Court ruling we first affirmed by 
Judge Pearcy, who subdsequently 
granted Aegerter -. new trial, hold- 
ing that the decision was errone- 
ous. Mrs. Groves then carried the 
case to the Court of Appeals. 

The appellate decision finds that 
Aegerter properly accounted for all 
contracts which had been consum- 
mated before the death of his 
partner six years ago. 

The court points out that Aeger- 
ter’s acts .re cove.ed by a $200,000 
bond and the plaintiff has a right 
to except to settlements at the 
proper time. His settlements show 
a balance of §43,174 in favor of the 
estate. 


Murders Husband, Ends Her Life.

Gardiner hinted also that the 
proposal of Foreign Minister Gran- 
di of Italv, for a one-year arms 
holiday. actually was inspired by 
the Hoover administration, and 
that if this Government accepts the 
proposal “it does so Knowing that 
its action specifically serves British 
and Japanese interests.” 

Adams yesterday attacked Gar-" 
diner’s statement that the Presi- 
dent was moved by a desire to re- 
strict, reduce and starve the navy 
at every turn under the plea of 
budget limitation. 

Explains Budget Cut. 

“The budget limitations for 1933, 
which have effected a saving of 
over $50,000,000," Adams said, 
“have not caused a single combat- 
ant ship of the fleet to be decom- 
missioned, nor have the limitations 
imposed stopped the construction 
work of any of the new ships now 
building or on the modernization 
work being carried on on thyee 
battleships.” 

It was asserted in an authorita- 
tive quarter, in explanation of the 
President’s latest move, that he was 
“not interested in Mr. Gardiner's 
opinion or abuse,” but was “desir- 
ous that the correct facts with re- | 
spect to the navy be disseminated 
to the people.” : 

Facts About Committee. 

Castle is a close adviser of Presi- 
@ent Hoover on international af- 
fairs. He formerly was an assist- 
ant dean at Harvard University. 
Entering the State Department in 
1919, hé@ advanced steadily to his 
present post. He was appointed by 
President Hoorer as special Ambas-: 
sador to Japan during the London 
naval conference. 

Ernest Lee Jahncke is likewise a 
friend and adviser of President 
Hoover, active in the affairs of the 
Republican party. Jahncke is a 
graduate of Tulane University.

Admiral Rodman retired in 19234 
after 43 years’ service in the navy. 
He has medals of gallantry won in 
the Spanish and World wars. He 
was on the Navy General Board be- 
fore the World War and kater was 
commander of the Pacific fleet. 

John Hays HAmmond has tong 
been an intimate friend of Presi- 
dents and dignitaries of many na- 
tions. In 1911 he was special Am- 
bassador of the President at the 
coronation of King George V. 

Eliot Wadsworth is a former As- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury. 
He helped settle the cost of the 
American Army of Occupation in 
Germany and served for a while in 
the Massachusetts Legislature. 

The (Gardiner attack on Presi- 
dent Hoover was called “indefensi- 
ble” today by ‘Senator David A. 
Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania. chair- 
man of the Senate Military Com- 
mittee, 

“The circular of the Navy 
League,’ Reed said, “is wholly un- 
fair to the President in that he 
seems to me to have been consis- 
tently a friend of adequate navy 
preparednmesa and still ia I think 
further that the tone of the Navy 
League circular was indefensible. 
No loyal American should speak in 
that way of his Prestent. That 
kind of attack hurts a cause rather 
than helps it.” 

For 22 Warships. 

Twenty-twoe warships, costing 
$122,500,000, will be the objective 
of naval advocates in the coming 
Congress. Representative Britten 
of Illinois said today authority and 
appropriations would be sought to 
lay the keels for the ships during 
the next fiscal year.

Baylis & Co. reported also that 
Sherwood was “long” on 2000 
shares of Nordon Corporation, 1506 
shares of Alexander Industries, and 
@v00 shares of Canadian Marconi. 

All his bank and brokerage ac- 
counts were attached by Sheriff 
Thomas M. Farley. 

The committee asked for a court 
order permitting its agents to open 
a safe deposit box jointly held by 
Sherwood and Walker. Sheriff Far- 
ley made a formal request on the 
company for permission to open it 
‘without a court order and was re- 
fused. The request was a technical 
move to preface the legal one.

Miss Britton was on the stand 
about one-half hour. What testi- 
mony she gave was not immediate- 
ly Jearned as all newspapermen and 
spectators have been excluded from 
the court room. 

After Miss Britton had testified 
her sister. Mrs. Elizabeth Willits, 
of Chicago, was called. She re- 
mained in the courtroom only a 
few minutes. Mrs. Willits has bcen 
keeping Miss Britton’s daughter, 
Elidabeth Ann, during the trial. 
The court excluded the child from 
the courtroom soon after the trial 
started. 

Federal Judge John M. Killits to- 
day issued a statement concerning 
the suit, denying certain interpreta- 
tione of the ruing he gave yesterday. 

One of the interpretations Judge 
Killits denied quoted bjm yesterday 
as saying the “answer” book libeled 
Miss Britton.

Chief Gerk, on receiving this 
information, went to another city 
last Friday and obtained a detec- 
tive, who was brought here and 
was introduced to Farrar as Paul 
Gleason of Pittsburg, with “hot” 
bonds to sell. 

Farrar was visiting an acquaint- 
ance who had a room at the Jef- 
ferson, and the detective also took 
a room there, and so won Farrar’s 
contidence that Farrar told him, 
Saturday and Sunday, in the detec- 
tive’s room, of his part in the bank 
robbery. The room was number 
1164, and in 1162, next door, Po- 
lice Capt. Kirk, Detective Ser- 
geant Ising and a police stenog- 
rapher were listening and record- 
ing the conversation through head 
phones, connected with a_  dicto- 
graph in 1164. 

Farrar told the detective he was 
employed by Lugar, several weeks 
before the robbery. to watch the 
bank premises at Grand boulevard

He said he 
found, and reported to Lugar, that 
there was an interval of two hours, 
from 5 to 7 a. m., between the de- 
parture of the night watchman and 
the coming of a day watchman.

Brittin, 
reached by long-distance telephone 
today in Port Arthur, Tex., said 
also that he hard no telephone bell 
in the shorter period of his stay in 
the directors’ room, where he was 
placed with the porfér, both being 
bound. Brittin and Strozier had 
told police the robbers’ faces were 
concealed with cloth. 

Results of Previous Inquiry. 

Up to the time of Farrar’s state- 
ment to the visiting detective, the 
police had based their inquiry 
chiefly on evidence pointing to 
Bostelman, an ex-convict, who was 
under surveillance from the time 
of the robbery, and who in July, 
1930, tendered a deposit at. the 
Hamilton State Bank, including 
$1080 in gold coins. This was ex- 
actly one-sixth of the $6480 gold 
taken in the bank robbery, and one 
of the coins, remembered because 
of fits date, 1851, was identified by 
a Grand Bank teller. Bills includ- 
ed in the proffered deposit were 
also identified by marks made on 
them by the Grand Bank tellers. 

Possession of the money, two 
months after the crime, did not 
constitute convicting evidence, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Miller held.

Bostelman Held, Then Freed. 


At the time of Bostelman’s ar- 
rest in July, 1930. he was released 
on a $20,000 common-law bond 
signed by “Jimmy” Miller of 1440 
Cass avenue, Justice of the Peace 
in the Sixth District and member 
of the Democratic City Committee 
from the Fourth Ward.

Oscar Buder Testifies. 


Oscar Buder, brother and law 
partner of G. A. Buder, testified as 
to his firm’s claim for iegal fees, 
that throughout the period of the 
litigation at least four persons in 
the law office had devoted half of 
their time to the estate. 

McReynolds, who asked the 
Court to evaluate his services, said 
he had spent much time in the 
matter since 1924, and thus far had 
been paid $5640 by E. W. Franz, 
of which nearly half was for ex- 
penses. 

McReynolds called as a witness 
A. W. Wenger, president of the 
Westliche Post, a German-language 
daily, and an accountant for the 
Buders for years. The estate of 
Mrs. Franz owns 350 shares of the 
Westliche Post, valued in the ac- 
counting at $35,000, and 500 shares 
of The American Press (the St. 
Louis Times), valued in the ac- 
counting at $48,675. The purpose 
of Wenger’s testimony was not 
made clear to listeners. 


Kerens Once Controlled. 


Before America entered the 
World War, Wenger recalled, the 
Westliche Post and the Times were 
owned by the German-American 
Press Association. The late Rich- 
ard C. Kerens, Wenger went on, 
owned a controlling interest in that 
association, but sold out when ap- 
pointed Ambassador to Austria- 
Hungary in 1912. On July 1, 1912 
Wenger said, G. A. Buder made his 
first purchase of the stock, 1000 
shares, At present, the witness re- 
lated, Buder owns 4300 of the 
12,500 shares. Buder played no 
part in the management of the 
business until Edward Preetorius 
died in 1915, when Buder became 
president, Wenger said. The two 
papers were separated during the 
war and The American Press was 
formed to publish the Times. 

Homer Bassford, editor of the 
Times, who began his connection 
with the paper 24 years ago, tes- 
tified that in that time neither the 
German-American Press Associa- 
tion nor The American Press had 
paid a dividend. Wenger and Os-

The Delmonte Hotel and theater 
building at 5630 Delmar boulevard 
was sold today at foreclosure for 
the benefit of holders of mortgage 
bonds, by whom it was bought in 
for $75,000. 


The sale was conducted at the 
east door of the Civil Courts Build- 
ing and the only bid was that of 
W. R. Humphrey, representing the 
Bondholders’ protective Commit- 
tee. The Franklin-American Trust 
Co., which had-acted as trustee, 
conducted the sale. 

About $230,500 of the $300,000 
in first mortgage bonds issued at 
the time of construction of the 


‘building in 1924 are outstanding. 


The Delmonte Investment Co., 
which constructed the building, 
had retired $69,500 of the bonds 
when it first defaulted in payment 
of both interest and principal in 
June, 1930. 

The theater was once advertised 
as the largest one-floor motion 
picture theater in the world, but 
was uncble to do a profitable busi- 
ness. It was remodeled and used 
for a time by the Club Diablo, a 
night club, then after the failure 
of that venture was converted into 
a skating rink. About $30,000 is 
due in taxes on the building, in ad- 
dition to $12,000 mechanics’ liens 
for remodeling work. The 80-unit 
apartment building is about one- 
fourth occupied at present. 

The original cost of the build- 
ing was said to be about $600,000, 
Principal stockholders in the Del- 
monte Investment Co. are Lambert 
Walther, an attorney; former May- 
or Frederick H. Kreismann, and F. 
lL. Cornwell, a real estate dealer. 
Thomas 8. McPheeters represented 
the bondholders as attorney.

Trials of criminal cases in the 
first two weeks of the September 
term of the Circuit Court at Belle- 
ville, resulted in 40 convictions and 
four acquittals.

ARKANSAS HAS 
NO MONEY TO PAY 
TS EMPLOYES 


Cashing of Warrants 
Against General Fund Or- 
dered Stopped Because of 
Its Depletion. 


By the Associated Press. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Nov. 3.— 
State Treasurer Roy V. Leonard 
said yesterday the State’s general 
revenue fund, from which most of- 


ficilals and employes receive their 
salaries and out of which many de- 
partments are maintained, is de- 
pleted and that- he had ordered 
payment of warrants against the 
fund stopped. 

Leonard said the fund would re- 
main at low ebb until between 
$500,000 and $600,000 in insurance 
fees and taxes are collected Marc 
1. All other State funds have ade- 
quate balances to care for all obli- 
gations, Leonard said. 

The matter of paying salaries be- 
tween now and Dec. 15, however, is 
causing officials concern. Leonard 
stated the salaries, including that 
of Gov. Parnell and the constitu- 
tional offices, cannot be met out of 
the fund Nov. 15 and Nov. 30, un- 
less unexpected revenues are col- 
lected.

COLUMBIA POWER PROJECT 
TO BE BOOMED IN CONGRESS 


Washington Delegation Will Seek 
to Have Federal Government 
Adopt $250,000,000 Program. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—An in- 


tensive campaign for Federal adop- 


tion of the $250,000,000 Columbia 
River basin reclamation and power 
project is to be made by the Wash- 
ington delegation in the coming 
Congress. 

A report on the project is being 
made by the Army Board of En- 
gineers and the Reclamation Bu- 
reau for submission to Congress. 
The survey was made with a view 
to determining the actual cost. 

The project has been pending 
before Congress for eight years. It 
surpasses in magnitude the $165,- 
000,000 Hoover Dam flood control 
and power project and if com- 
Pleted would be the biggest of its 
kind in this country. 

Representative Hill (Dem.), 
Washington, today said a bill would 
be introduced and hearings held 
before the House Reclamation 
Committee. The legislation will be 
based on the Army Engineers and 
Reclamation Bureau's report. 

The project calls for construction 
of a huge dam on the Grand Coulee 
section of Columbia River and 
large water storage reservoirs. The 
water, Hill estimated, would pro- 
duce 1,250,000 electric horse-power 
and would irrigate 1,750,000 acres. 
The Washington Representative 
said both Republicans and Demo- 
crats in the delegation were behind 
the project.

PREDICTS INTERNATIONAL LIFE 
STOCKHOLDERS WILL BE PAID 


Receiver, Asking for Fee, Says 
They Will Get Twice Par 


Value. 


Stockholders of the Internation- 
al Life Insurance Co., which was 
placed in receivership three years 
ago, will yltimately realize more 
than twice the par value of their 
stock, Massey Wilson, Federal co- 
receiver and an organizer of the 
company, predicted today in a 
written application filed with Fed- 
era] Judge Davis for paftial com- 
pensation as receiver. 

He discusses the progress of the 
receivership briefly as follows: The 
Missouri State Life Insurance Co., 
according to its report of June 30 
last, is now administering former 
policies of the International Life 
Insurance Co. in the amount of 
$45,263,817 under the reinsurance 
contract with the receiver; ap- 
proved claims amounting to $350,- 
122 have been paid in full, leaving 
only a single claim for $60,000, 
which was disallowed by the Court, 
but in which the claimant, W.- M. 
Hopkins, has appealed, unpaid; the 
receiver has cash on hand amount- 
ing to $133,377. 

Wilson leaves the question of the 
sum of his partial compensation 
with the Court. He has received 
no fee so far. The application 
states that the receivers are mak- 
ing no claim for fees for handling’ 
the affairs of the International 
company at this time, because 
there is but $20,000 to the credit of 
that concern now. Wilson calls at- 
tention, however, to “the great 
value of the assets of this company 
by virtue of its being the principal 
stockholder for the International 
Life Insurance Co.” 

The receivership of the Interna- 
tional Life Insurance Co. resulted 
from the removal of $3,562,000 in 
assets by Roy C. Toombs, president. 
Toombs served a term in the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary, and is under a 
second sentence in Federal Court. 

There are 37,500 shares of Inter- 
national Life Insurance stock, hav- 
ing a par value of $25 a share. 


HOOVER PROPOSES PLANS 
FOR MORE HOME OWNERSHIP 


Holds Three-Hour Conference 
With Real Estate Men, Build- 
ers apd Bankers. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today proposed sev- 
eral tentative plans to accelerate 
home buildi. _ and ownership dur- 
ing a three-hour conference at the 
White House with a group of real 
estate and insurance men, builders 
and bankers. 

None of those attending the con- 
ference’ would disclose a‘terward 
the nature of the ilans put for- 
ward by the President, or the exact 
number of proposais he suggested. 

Those gathered with him were 
members of the Finance Committee 
of his conference on home building 
and home ownership to meet here 
early in December. 

One of those present. said 
Hoover’s proposals had been dis- 
cussed generally with the group 
and then placed in the hands of 
special committees for further 
study. 

As the conference broke up it 
was said at the White House that 
“no agreement was reached at the 
meeting.” 

The Finance Committee will 
meet again in thg@ capital for a 
further joint discussion of pro- 
posals to speed home building be- 
fore the meeting here Dec. 3 of the 
entire conference.

10 ARCHBISHOP 
FUND FOR RELIC 


Reports Cover About 45 
Per Cent of Population in 
93 of 125 Parishes to Be 
Covered. 


Pledges totaling $91,665 were re- 
ported at noon today by workers in 
Archbishop Glennon’s campaign for 
an emergency charity fund. Solic- 


itors have covered about 45 per cent 
of the population in 93 of the 125 
parishes of the city and county. 

The total was an increase of $42,- 
665 over pledges reported yesterday 
by workers who began a house-to- 
house canvas Sunday afternoon. 

The Special Gifts Committee of 
200, which will seek contributions 
from industries and large donations 
from wealthy individuals, began 
work today. It was organized yes- 
terday at a meeting at the Cathe- 
dral school, hall at which Thomas 
O. Moloney presided. 

Archbishop Glennon told m@m- 
bers of the committee many 8t. 
Louis business firms operated by 
non-Catholics should be glad to 
contribute to the fund, as it isto 
be spent for the relief of those in 
need, regardless of religious affilia- 
tions. 

The campaign will end Saturday 
night, when it is expected the can- 
vass of the city and county will be 
completed. No goal has been set. 

Failure After Victory. 

Speaking last night over radio 
station KMOX, the Archbishop de- 
voted all of his time to a discus- 
sion of the causes of unemploy- 
ment and suggested means of alle- 
viating the distress it has caused. 

The United States, he said, in the 
10 years following the World War, 
quickly became the dominant na- 
tion in the economic structure of 
the world. “After we had con- 
quered,” he added, “we failed.” 

“We failed because we left eco- 
nomic enemies so prostrate they 
could not continue to fight. Now 
we have the gold, the men, 
wheat, the corn and the machinery. 
We are equipped to carry on, but 
we have nobody outside of America 
to carry on with. 

“Nor shall we until there is such 
modification of tariff laws as to 
give the outsider an opportunity to 
trade with us, and until we show 
our willingness to help the outsider, 
if for no other motive than that he 
may be able to trade with us.”

) GERMAN “STONEWALL” 
FIGHTING FOR HITLER 


Alfred Hugenberg Comes Back 
to. Forefront After De- 
feat in 1930. 


By the Associated Proce. 
BERLIN, Nov. ?. — Alfred Hu- 


genberg, “Stonewall Hugenberg” to 
his admirers, is one of the puzzles 
of German politics. 

Relegated to the background 
when the election in September. 
1930, reduced his die-hard Nation- 
alists’ representation in the Reich- 
stag from 78 to 41, he has been 
again in the forefront in the last 
few weeks. 

At the recent rally of National 
Socialiste and Steel Helmeters at 
Bad Harzburg, he was right up in 


the spotlight with Adolf Hitler. 

There were some there who gaw 
in Hugenberg the future titular 
head of Germany if the Hitlerites 
ever succeed in establishing their 
dictatorship. 

Dr. Hugenberg earned the 
“stonewall” sobriquet by his stiff- 
necked attitude on whatever he 
conceives to be the right course. 
He is an organizer of unusual parts, 
having demonstrated that before 
he changed his seat on the board 
of the Krupp works at Essen for a 
place in the Reichstag. 

On the platform he is bristling in 
both speech and appearance, his 
rigid, white pompadour and stiff 
mustache adding to the effect. His 
short, crisp sentences are flung out 
in the voice of a drill sergeant. 

Much was expected of his lead- 
ership of the German Nationalist 
party when he took office in 1928. 
He controlled newspapers, adver- 
tising and film agencies, which 
carried his name into all corners 
of the Reich, but personal magnet- 
ism was lacking. 

His nationalism is uncompro- 
mising. He was an. outapoken an- 
nexationist in World War days and 
advocated fighting to the bitter 
end in 1918. He opposed the Ver- 
sailles treaty, the Dawes plan, the 
Young plan and every other meas- 
ure which, in his view, was framed 
to “enslave the Germany people.” 

Hugenberg’s reduced following 
jomed the 107 Hitlerites who 
marched out of the Reichstag last 
February and again this fall. Na- 
tionalists and Fascists are one in 
their desire to overthrow the 
Bruening government and destroy 
social democracy. They differ only 
as to ways and means.

Russia Are Turned Over to Rest 
Homes, Sanatoria and Hospitals 


Most Pleasant Region of Former Empire Is 
Now “Red Riviera” Housing 1700 Tubercu- 
lar and Neurotic Workers and Providing 
Libraries and Museums.

Highly Prized Vacations. 


These are only a few of the for- 
mer pleasure palaces that dot the 
Black Sea Coast from Odessa to 
Batum. Similar establishments, 
less pretentious perhaps, but still 
very costly, cluster around Anapa, 
Novorossisk, Tuapse, Sochi and 
Yalta. The noble and the rich 
found the most pleasant region in 
Russia and spent hundreds of mil- 
lions of rubles trying to outdo 
each other in extravagant display. 

These gorgeous palaces explain 
much about the Russian  revolu- 
tion. Now that the former rulers 
have been deposed, the nominal 
new rulers, the proletariat, have 
moved into the palaces. They are 
now rest homes, clubs, sanatoria, 
children’s hospitals, orphans’ 
homes and museums. They are no 
longer the scenes of drinking, 
dancing and card playing, the fa- 


vorite amusements of the old re- 
gime. Swimming, walking, basket 
and volley ball, tennis, chess, 


checkers and sun bathing are the 
proletarian recreations. The work- 
ers are sent South by the real new 
rulers to build up their bodies for 
continying their tasks. 

A vacation trip to the Black Sea 
resorts is one of the most sought- 
after prizes among workers. Space 
in the rest homes and sanatoria is 
alloted to various industries and 
districts. The trade unions usually 
choose who shall be honored. The 
vacation award is for two or three 
weeks with all expenses, including 
railroad fare, paid. Patients for the 
hospitals are selected by physicians. 
The peasants sent to the Black Sea 
are usually from the collectives and 
state farms.

The director of “Livadia” was a 
typical communist official.

In his discus- 
sions with the American doctors 
he showed that he had kept in 
touch with the latest medical devel- 
opments throughout the world. The 
American doctors were impressed 
by his knowledge and sympathy. 

Dr. Yablonsky conducted the par- 
ty through the several buildings of 
the Czar’s former residence. He 
was proud of the sanitary condi- 
tion, and well he might be. The 
establishment was one of the clean- 
est the writer had seen in Russia. 
The wards were more crowded 
than in the United States and the 
linen was not of the best quality 
and the food was very plain. It 
was, however, a fine establishment 
for Russia. 


Doctors and Their Pay. 


As a compliment to the visiting 
American doctors, Yablonsky insist- 
ed that the party must have din- 
ner with him in one of the club 
rooms, which formerly had been 
the Czar’s private chapel. While 
dinner was being prepared—it was 
roast duck, vegetable salad, white 
bread. mineral water and coffee— 
he closely questioned the American 
doctors on medical treatmenf, par- 
ticularly for tuberculosis, in the 
United States. As he quizzed the 
Americans his patients crowded 
around to listen. At one time 
there were 57 interested bystand- 
ers. 

The American women in_ turn 
questioned the Russian doctor. How 
much, they asked, was the income 
of a Russian doctor? Yablonsky 
replied that young doctors re- 
ceived from 150 to 200 roubles a 
month (nominally $75 to $100) and 
that the great specialists received 
from 600 to 1000 roubles a month. 
He said that he received 400 roubles 
a month. from which he paid for 
His board and lodging at the rest 
home. He added that he had no 
private practice, as virtually all 
medical care was now under Gov- 
ernment supervision. The Ameri- 
can wives shuddered when they 
heard that this doctor, after 18 
years of practice, received only $200 
a month. It was about the salary 
of a skilled workman. 

‘You see,”’ said Dr. Yablonsky, 
noticing their consternation, “‘there 
is little difference in the Soviet 
Union between the intelligentsia 
and the workers.” That did not 
appease the American women. One 
could see they were glad that their

A Wonderful Library. 


Throughout the palace grounds 
hundreds of patients were resting 
or exercising. ‘‘Livadia” was set 
aside yg tp but during the 
summer months the peasants are 
needed in the harvest fields. Most 
of the inmates apparently were of- 
fice workers. The volley and bas- 
ket ball courts were crowded with 
young men and women and in one 
corner an impromptu field meet 
was in progress.” Persons too weak 
for outdoor sports were reading or 
playing chess or checkers. The 
home has a good small library, but 
as in all such Soviet institutions 
the publications were limited to po- 
litical and technical works. 

Prince Vorontzov’s palace, which 
is about 20 miles from ‘“Livada,” 
is a show place now just as it was 
under the old regime. The road to 
it leads past several scores of pal- 
aces which once belonged to those 
having the money or position en- 
abling them to live close to their 
sovereign. They are now rest 
homes, hospitals, asylums, orphan- 
ages and clubs. They, too, have 
their tennis and volley ball courts, 
their crowded ward rooms and sim- 
ple food. The usual costume for 
the privileged proletariat is a bath- 
ing suit—a full suit for the women, 
merely trunks for the men. The 
idea is to absorb as much precious 
sunshine as possible. 

The Prince’s $4,000,000 palace 


demonstrates that Gothic and 
Turkish architectures cannot be 
harmoniously joined. The palace 


was 30 years in  building—from 
1800 to 1830—and will last for cen- 
turies. The jewel of the place is 
a 60,000 volume library of early 
nineteenth century Russian, French 
and English literature. Scholars 
come from all. parts of the Union 
to use the library. The guide at- 
tached to the palace gives a char- 
acteristic communistic lecture. He 
expatiates on the waste of the old 
nobles and the utilitarian ideals of 
the new order. All the while the 
aristocratic portraits of the 
Prince’s friends—he apparently was 
on intimate terms with every ruler 
in Europe—look down as the peas- 
ants and workers stand open- 
mouthed at the unbelievable lux- 
ury, 


Fine Homes Neglected. 


The Soviet officials unfortunate- 
ly have not lived up to their re- 
sponsibilities in the Black Sea re- 
sorts. Many of the beautiful pal- 
eces are rapidly decaying. This is 
not true of ‘Livadia’” and the 
Vorontzov Palace, which are show 
Places for Russians and tourists, 
but in the lesser known establish- 
ments the gardens are untended 
and the buildings are not repaired. 

Let it be granted that the old 
rulers were selfish and that the 
new rulers are unselfish and altru- 
istic, the fact remains that at the 
Black Sea resorts the new rulers 
have merely transferred wealth 
from one, small classe to a much 
larger class. The larger class now 
is living on the accumulations of 
the past; Bentham would insist that. 
the wealth should be kept intact, 
or, better still, be added to. In in-| 
dustry the Government has in- 
creased the salvaged wealth. There 
is room for similar action along the 
Black Sea.

EXPORTING WHEAT 


Drouth and Increasing Do- 
mestic Demand Will Re- 
duce Amount Sent 
Abroad, Official Says. 


By the Associated Press, 

MOSCOW, Nov. 3.—Increasing 
domestic demand may reduce Rus- 
sia’s wheat exports’to some extent, 
but it was authoritatively denied 
today that the Soviet Union will 
discontinue exports this year and 
next as has been reported abroad. 


An official in a position to know 
said that the increased demand, 
combined with. reduction of the 
spring crop by drouth undoubtedly 
would cut the exportable total, but 
deciared exports would not be 
stopped by any means. 

Supporting this view was a 
speech by Vyacheslaff Molotoff, 
president of the Council of Peo- 
ple’s Commissars, who toid an anti- 
drouth conference here that the 
gross yield of the 1931 grain crop 
was expected to equal that of last 
year, which was the largest in 
Russia’s history, and that deliveries 
to the Government already had ex- 
ceeded those in the corresponding 
period last year. The 1932 sown 
area, he said, would be extended 
beyond the present area. 

In view of the fact that Russia 
depends largely upon the sales of 
agricultural products abroad for 
money to finance industrial devel- 
opment, it is considered absurd 
here to think that grain exports 
would be curtailed, notwithstanding 
the drop in prices in ,the world 
market. 


Bad Weather Damaging Cut Grain 
in Germany and France. 

BERLIN, Nov. 3.—Wet weather, 
which is causing French and Ger- 
man wheat to sprout in the ehock, 
is eliminating some of the world 
surplus which depressed markets 
during the spring and summer. 

In German market circles it was 
said that from 30,000,000 to 50,- 
000,000 bushels would be unfit for 
milling because of the weather and 
would have to be used for fodder. 

Some statisticians compared Ger- 
many’s present cereal crops with 
the poor yefirs in 1924-25 and 1926- 
27. Whether these factors will re- 
sult in the purchase of more wheat 
from the United States, or whether 
orders will go to Argentina, Can- 
ada or elsewhere, cannot now be 
determined, 


Profit-Taking Checks Wheat Rise 
on Chicago Board. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—The profit- 

taking was more than the wheat 
market could withstand today and 
futures suffered the greatest set- 
back since the current rise started 
Oct. 5. 
Early in the session, all deferred 
deliveries gained, some of them go- 
ing to new high prices for the sea- 
son, But the inclination to rea- 
lize on the treméndous profits 
made in the last few days, coupled 
with less bullish news from abroad, 
soon broke the market. 

Before long May wheat had drop- 
ped 2% cents from its high point of 
the day and the other contracts 
had lost almost as much. At noon 
December wheat was selling at 
61%, from 1% to 1% cents less 
than yesterd@ay’s close, and March 
was 1% to 1% cents lower, selling 
at 65. 

Prices of wheat for deferred de- 
livery supported by public and 
Wall Street buying orders but de- 
serted by many professional trad- 
ers, were bid up in the Chicago 
grain pits yesterday until they were 
20 cents higher than they were less 
than a month ago. The steady ad- 
vance continued in the face of a 
large amount of profit-taking and 
apparent selling by the Farm 
Board. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 3.—- 
One ecarload of amber durum 
wheat, used in making macaroni. 
was sold here today at $1 a bushel 
by the Keystone Grain Co. to the 
Pillsbury company for a Clyde, N.

THE ARMS HOLIDAY DEADLOCK. 
Nov. 1, the date on which the one-year arms holl- 
day was to have begun, has come and gone. The 
League of Nations secretariat is unable to determine 
whether or not the proposal is in effect, so confus- 
ing is the attitude of the nations. Thirty-seven accept- 
artces have been received from the 52 nations invited, 
but nearly all are conditioned on reservations. Italy, 
France, Germany and England were among the Pow: 
ers most concerned in proposing the plan, but their 
official answers did not arrive until after Nov. 1. 

To the lay observer, there seems nothing radical 
or complex about the plan. It is not disarmament 
or even arms reduction; it is simply a freezing of 
the status quo for a twelvemonth. Surely, no nation 
could object to ceasing arms expansion for a year if 
all others did the same. And it is obvious that the 
political and psychological atmosphere of the 1932 
Geneva conference would be tremendously cleared if 
the nations entered it while in a breathing spell from 
the armament race. Yet complications arose from 
the start, and they offer eloquent testimony to the 
huge task facing the Geneva meeting. 

As originally made Sept. 9 by Foreign Minister 

Grandi of Italy, the suggestion was brief and to the 
point. “My idea is that we should agree right now 
on a real armament truce at least for the period of 
next year’s conference,” he said, adding that the 
agreement should provide for “suspending new afma- 
ment programs.” The time was changed later to 
a year’s truce. France and Japan objected stren- 
uously to abandoning ships and other works already 
begun, and the League’s forma! invitation conceded 
that point. The United States agreed in principle, 
but reserved the right to carry out its five-destroyer 
program for the year and also to examine the com- 
mitments of other nations before making final de- 
cision. Several other nations accepted only on con- 
dition that their neighbors do the same, and there 
were various technical objections as well. 
Thus an interpretation by the League or a special 
conference will be required before the holiday can 
take effect. Such a truce would result in consider- 
able savings on sea, land and air forces; but its chief 
value would be in clearing the way for the 18382 con- 
ference. All the complications are a foretaste of 
what is coming in 1932, when security-first and dis- 
armament-first policies collide head-on, when bud- 
get limitation and tonnage limitation join in de 
bate, when consultative pacts and isolation reach a 
showdown.

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IS THE DEPRESSION FADING? 

When oil jumped 15 cents a barrel Saturday, Tulsa. 
Ok., staged a celebration that rivaled the emotional 
outburst of the end of the World War. Leaders of 
the industry that has been sick so long declared the 
turn had definitely come, that oil had finally put its 
house in order with a plan of stabilized production 
that assures a prosperous future. : 

Oil was not alone in its joyous outlook. Grain cir- 
cles were even more “bullish.” Wheat, climbing stead- 
ily for a month, had made such gains and revealed 
such strength that predictions of dollar wheat came 
out of Chicago and were accepted as logical and prob 
able in the local trade. Among the metals, lead ad- 
vanced $5 a ton, and copper joined the upward swing.

The Farm Board and Co-operatives 


Flurry over Farm Board's trading in wheat and cotton has distracted attention from 
its chief objective, to aid agriculture by backing co-operatives; these are indorsed 
by high authorities and have many advantages, but record so tar 1s not success- 
ful; whatever board has done in this line is obscured by secrecy of its actions.

T is undeniable (and this is a point 
| Chairman Stone is fond of making), that 

few critics of the Farm Board have read 
the Agricultural Marketing Act under which 
the board operates. One may, of course, re- 
ply that it is not necessary to read the 
Farm Board Act to object to the Farm 
Board's actions. Yet it is true that in one 
extremely vital respect the reasoning be- 
hind both the act and the actions seems 
very rarely understood. : 

The Agricultural Marketing Act created 
a Federal Farm Board which was to assist 
agriculture by assisting agricultural co-op- 
eratives. It was to help these co-operatives 
in every phase of commodity production 
and commodity marketing, and it was en- 
dowed with a $500,000.000 fund to use in 
the co-operatives’ behalf. In the excttement 
of the board’s trading ventures in wheat 
and in cotton, its position as big brother 
to the co-operatives has been nearly lost 
to view. 

What, then, is a farm co-operative and 
what is the co-operative movement? A 
co-operative is an organization (local, state, 
regional, or—since the Farm Board—na- 
tional in scope) owned and operated by the 
producers of a commodity and designed to 
secure them a better price for their crop. 

Although the advantages of farm co-op- 


‘eration appear almost self-evident, the his- 


tory of farm co-operatives has been almost 
shockingly unsuccessful. There have been 
a few conspicuous successes, notably the 
California walnut co-operative and also the 
California orange and iemon co-operative. 
In these and in othér instances, the co-oper- 
ative has had a large enough control of a 
small enough crop to secure for the grower 
higher and more-stabie prices. 
a. * 


But, broadly speaking, the bigger and 
more widely grown the crop, the less ef- 
fective the co-Operative attempt. Mr. 
Stone's Own co-operative (buriey tobacco), 
for instance, controltied mere than 85 per 
cent of the buriey crop during its first year; 
yet as it grew older its control dwindled, 
its influence declined and it went finally 
into a semi-moribufd state. It is true that 
the price of tobacco, during the six years 
that the co-operative Randled between 485 
and 50 per cent of the crop, averaged from 
6 to 7 cents a pound over the price previous 
to the co-operative’s formation. But all to- 
bacco raisers, whether members or not, got 
the advantage of this increased price. 

Furthermore, the tobacce buyer (i. e., the 
big tobacco companies) encotrraged the non- 
member to increase his production, took his 
whole crop off his hands for spot cash, and 
left him better off than the co-operative 
member. For the co-operative could give 
the grower only about 65 per cent out of his 
selling price at the time the sale was made, 
the remainder being received at the end of 
the season. The tmpression finally became 
genera! that the outsider Was being carried 
by the co-operative, whereupon the co-op- 
erative began losing its influence, as the 
outsider busily increased his acreage and 
therefore decreased the co-operative percen- 
tage of the crop. So when the co-operative 
marketing agreement expired, it was not 
renewed, and the Buriey Association be- 
came largely a skeleton. The tendency of 
the non-co-operative farmer toe let the co- 


f 


operative run up the price. take its chances 
on getting left with a surplus and generally 
assume the entire marketing burden has 
been the ruin of many a fine co-operative. 

Nevertheleas. granted that Federal aid 
must be extended to agriculture. the logic 
of extending that relief through the medium 
of the co-operative is well-nigh inescapable. 
The co-operatives represented the only ex- 
isting machinery through which Federal aid 
could well be afforded. They were organ- 
ized: they embodied some degree of co- 
hesivene@s and responsibility; they prevent- 
ed the farm problem from disintegrating 
into the 27,000,600 individual cases of 27,- 
600,000 individual farmers. Nearly every 
serious student of agricultural conditions 
has found in the co-operative the farmer's 
brightest hope. 

> s 7. 

Nor has it been agricultural authorities 
alone who have indorsed the co-operative 
movement. When the Kansas State Board 
of Agriculture appealed to Bernard Mannes 
Baruch, financier of the Democracy, to 
study the farm question. his written re- 
port became almost a Magna Charta of co- 
operative development. Even Mr. Coolidge 
himself. cautiously conservative, said (in 
vetoing the McNary-Haugen bill): “I have 
believed at all times that the only sound 
basis for further Federal Government ac- 
tion ... would be to ... assist in build- 
ing up marketing agencies and facilities in 
the contrel of the farmers themselves.” 

Here, then, is the long-term objective of 
the Farm Board. Here is the ultimate good 
against which the Farm Board balances 
the disappointments thus far recorded and 
the lesses thus far sustained. The Farm 
Board hopes that in 1940 or 1950 it may 
be able to say. “Bless you, my children,” 
to a group of farmer-owned, farmer-oper- 
ated and self-sustaining co-operatives, and 
that it may then graciously retire with the 
feeling of having completed a good job in 
a worthy cause. Whether this idea] will 
ever be realized is quite another question. 

But, says the skeptic, what effect has the 
Farm Board had in getting goods marketed 
in the co-operative manner? Co-operative 
marketing is a fine phrase. but it does not 
butter any parsnips. What real progress has 
been made in the co-operative movement 
of commodities? 

And the answer is that no satisfactory an- 
swer is available. Although the chairman- 
ship of the Farm Board has passed from 
the blunt Mr. Legge to the persuasive Mr. 
Stone, its affairs, particularly its manipula- 
tions of the public money, are shrouded by 
a darkness so Stygian as to make the bal- 
ance sheet of the most secretive industrial 
corporation seem limpid clear by contrast. 
Even the United States Treasury professes 
the most utter ignorance of the’ doings of 
the Farm Board whose drafts it has (no 
doubt painfully) honored. And it is here 
that any conceivable defense of the Farm 
Board, te date, must break down com- 
pietely. For when the Government using 
public funds, engages in business with less 
openness than the minimum required for 
any corporation listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange, it cannot complain if its 
critics proclaim that its actions have been 
(1) mostly foolish in fact. or (2) more 
political than economic in intent.

Old Play a Mankiller. 

T is an adaptation of a for- 

mation that was so destructive 
that football authorities of 40 
years ago voluntarily banned it. 
This was the old “flying wedge” 
method of putting the ball in 
play, which was devised in 1892 
by a Harvard man, Robert De- 
land, to whom history might have 


referred simply as the husband of 
Margaret Deland, the writer, had 


he not gained fame by propound- 
ing his theory. of an invincible 
opening play. 

In those days the start was not 
by kick-off. For years the cus- 
tom had been to form the attack- 
ing -eleven in the shape of a 
wedge on the starting line with 
the man on the point of the 
wedge in possession of the ball. 
When the whistle blew, the point 
man touched down the ball, 
passed it back to some player in- 
side the wedge. Then the ponder- 
ous spearhead of 11 men lum- 
bered into motion. 

Members of the opposing team 
huried themselves at this wedge 
and even lay down in front of it, 
to break it up. The group kept 
its formation as long as possi- 
ble; and then, when the break 
came, the group disintegrated 
and the man with the ball 
dashed out to add what extra 
ground he could gain.

Until the ball touched the 
ground the defendin; yplayers 
had to remain motionless, 
drawn up in a line across the 
field. The “flying wedge” with 
speed much greater than the old 
stationary wedge could develop, 
was hurled at the enemy’s thin 
line and ripped through the op- 
position for big gains. 

This was a truly formidable 
and man-killing attack. It had 
all the power of the old wedge 
plus momentum. However, it en- 
dured only a few years and was 
thrown into the discard as too 
dangerous. .

HE “flying wedge” of to- 


day is different. It forms 
after the kick off, in front of the 
man who receives the ball and 
acts as a screen to protect him 
against the inrushing players. 
There are many variations of it. 
Frequently, however, the speed 
of the charging opponents is too 
great to permit more than im- 
perfect formation of the wedge. 
And for this reason it is not 
likely to lecome a mass-play 
menace.

Smith place-kicked 25 yards to 
give Pennsylvania a slim  3-to-0 
margin over Lafayette late in the 
day, and Barksdale shot a 20-yard 
boot through the posts to stave off 
merger by the same score.

SCHOOL LEAGUE 
PASSES MEANT 
FOR CHILDREN 


An experiment with athletics as 
a means of acquainting eighth- 
grade pupils of the city’s grade 
schools with high school atmos- 
phere and a desire to interest 
more people in high school affairs 
are behind the so-called “‘pass evil” 
which has come to attention since

There were 326 ad- 
missions on single-game tickets 
sold at the gates. 

Each school retains the money 
obtained from sale of season tickets 
within its ranks and the gate 
money goes into a pool which, aft- 
er payment of joint expenses, is di- 
vided among the_ school athletic 
units at the end of the season.

What Is a Safety? » 


ERHAPS the most puzzling 

scoring play in football is the 

safety. When a ball, over a 
goal-line is fallen on, it can be 
one of three things, a touchdown 
with its six points, a safety, with 
two and a touchback, with none. 
Here’s how to determine the safe- 
ty. It’s all in the original impetus. 
For instance, Team A kicks from 
near its own goal line. The kick is 
blocked but recovered behind the 
line by a member of the kicking 
team. It’s a safety for the impetus 
came from the team in possession 
of the ball. Should the recovery of 
the blocked kick be made by the 
team not in possession at the time 
of the kick, it would be a touch- 
down. Now suppose a team is on 
an opponent's one-yard line and 
can’t gain in three plays. A drop- 
kick ig tried, the ball is half 
blocked and rolls into the end-zone 
where it is recovered by the non- 
kicking team. It’s a touchback, 
with no score. The same touch- 
back ruling is made when a punt, 
going over the goal-line, is 
touched down or when a forward 
pass is grounded in the end-zone. 
So, you see, it’s all in the “impe- 
tus’’—who starts the play, in oth- 
er words.

R. EDISON was a genius but not in the sense that his inventions 
and discoveries were revealed to him in sudden flashes. 
were that, he would not have had his present tremendous im- 
portance, for the lessons of his life would not have universal applica- 
As it is, his methods can be used by‘anyone: and the fact that 


tion. 


they are being used by so many is one of the reasons for our great 


industrial progress. 


The man stands as a demonstration of what 


concentration and intelligence can accomplish. 


This is not to say that anyone 
can be an Edison. That would be 
absurd. I have never known any- 
one who could match him in a 
single one of his outstanding quali- 
ties—in his imagination, his rea- 
soning, his memory, his patience 
or his capacity for hard work and 
hard thought. But everyone has 
some of these qualities in some de- 
gree and nothing is too small or 
too large not to'be benefited by the 
application of the Edison methods. 

Luther ‘Burbank had many of 
the Edison qualities and used pre- 
cisely the same methods as did 
Edison—although in a very dif- 
ferent line of work. I have been 
together with the two men and it 
was remarkable how easily and 
how quickly each understood the 
other's thought. Each worked 
patiently by a process of elimina- 
tion and trusted not at all to luck. 


As Mr. Edison once said after 
visiting Burbank: 
“My methods are similar to 


those followed by Luther Burbank. 
He plants an acre, and when this 
is in bloom he inspects it. He has 
a sharp eye, and can pick out of 
thousands a single plant that has 
promise of what’ he wants. From 
this he gets the seed, and uses his 
skill and knowledgt in producing 
from it a number of new plants 
which, on development, furnish the 
means of propagating an improved 
variety in large quantity. So, when 
I am after a chemical result that I) 
have in mind, I. may make hun- 
dreds or thousands of experiments 
out of which there may be one 
that promises results in the right 
direction. This I follow to. its 
legitimate conclusion, discarding 
the others, and usually get what I 
am after. There is no doubt about 
this being empirical; but when it 
comes to problems of a mechanical 
nature, I want to tell you that all 
I’ve ever tackled and solved have 
been done by hard, logical think- 
wad e » 

URBANK chose to investigate 
B in a field where the financial 

returns .were very small and 
hence he remained until the end 
chiefly dependent upon his own 
personal], effort and had very little 
skilleqd ‘assistance from anyone. 
Edison, with a far greater ingenui- 
ty in money-making, pursued lines 
which held promise of financial re- 
ward. so that in a very short while 
he was able to organize himself 


into a research and inventing in- | 


stitution and make his brains more 
effective by having conducted un- 
der his direction many more experi- 
ments than he could possibly con- 
duct himself. 

Edison was in himself a great re- 
search institution—probably the 
greatest in the world—pbut he never 
thought of himself as a research 
student. for all that he did was a 
means to an end and he considered 
only his destination as of import- 
ance. The journey was merely 
something that had to be made. 

He stands alone among invertors 
in having organizing as well as cre- 
ative ability. He built up around 
him a group of men whom he could 
trust and who knew how to carry 
out his orders. This organization 
did not come all at once. In com- 
mon with al] inventors, Mr. Edison 
in his first patented device concen- 
trated on something which he 
thought was needed, but which, in 
fact, was of no use to anyone.

“I saw the truth of this, because 
as press operator I had taken miles 
of Congressional proceedings, and 
to this day an enormous amount of 
time is wasted during each session 
of the House in foolishly calling 
the members’ names and record- 
ing and then adding their votes, 
when the whole operation could be 
done in almost a moment by mere- 
ly pressing a particular button at 
each desk. For filibustering pur- 
poses, however, the present meth- 
ods are admirable.” 


HAT cured Edison of inventing 
T things which he thought ought 

to be wanted. Thereafter he 
kept to things he knew were want- 
ed and which would have wide- 
spread application. His first prac- 
tical inventions had to do with the 
telegraph, while he was still an 
operator. These he simply rea- 
soned out from his immense 
knowledge of the subject, testing 
his reasoning at each point by ac- 
tual experiment. 

That was the way. his mind 
worked; as a boy he needed a lab- 
oratory to test the truth of- each 


‘conclusion that he came across. As 
|a man he had to test every step in 
every theory that he evolved. He 
never took anything for granted, 
because, as he has told, he very 
early discovered that even the 
commonest chemical 
taught him things

As soon as he had gained enough

assistance, for no matter how long 
he worked he could not by himself 
complete all of the needed experi- 
ments—whether chemical or phys- 
ical—within any reasonable time. 
He set up a laboratory in Newark 
and shortly a fee of $49,¢00 given 
to him tor an improvement on the 
stock ticker enabled him to start 
forward with something of an or- 
ganization. 


Thereafter he was always the di- 
rector of a laboratory and con- 
served his time by devoting it to 
the things where his brain and not 
his hands alone were needed. It 
has always been the fashion of in- 
ventors to secrete themselves and 
attempt to carry on all the work 
alone. Edison adopted exactly the 
opposite method and that is one of 
the reasons why he accomplished 
so much. 


His methods are well illustrated 
by his story of the invention of the 
phonograph: 


“I was experimenting on an auto- 
matic method of recording tele- 
graph messages on a disk of paper 
laid on a revolving platen, exactly 
the same as the disk talking ma- 
chine of today. The platen had a 
spiral groove on its surface, like the 
disk. Over this was placed a cir- 
cular disk of paper: an electro- 
magnet with the embossing point 
connected to an arm traveled over 
the disk; and any signals given 
through the magnets were em- 
bossed on the disk of paper. 

“If this disk was removed from 
the machine and put on a similar 
machine provided with a contact 
point, the embossed record would 
cause the signals to be repeated 
into another wire. The ordinary 
speed of telegraphic signals is 35 


to 40 words a minute: but with 
this machine several hundred 
words were possible.’
